To enable Tenants for Life and Mortgagors in possession of 
Lands in Ireland to grant Leases, and to enable Tenants 
for Life of Lands in Ireland to make Exchange, and for 
giving a summary Remedy for Partition in all cases as to 
Lands in Ireland.

llfiX® it CBnactetl by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
***& and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing of this 
5 Act, it shall be lawful for every Tenant for life in possession of any 
Lands in Ireland to demise or lease the Lands of which he shall be so 
Tenant for life in possession to any person for any term or number 
of years not exceeding Thirty-one Years, to take effect in possession, 
or within One-half Year after the making of such lease, so as upon 
i o every such lease there be reserved and made payable during the con- 
tinuance thereof, to be incident to and go along with the reversion 
expectant thereon, the best and most improved yearly rent that can 
be reasonably obtained for the same, without taking any sum or sums 
of money, or other thing by way of premium, for or in respect of 
the same lease, and so as the lessee to be named in any such lease 
be not made dispunishable for waste by any express words therein 
contained, and so as in every such lease there be contained a condi- 
tion for re-entry on non-payment of the rent to be thereby reserved, 
and so as every lessee do execute a counterpart of his lease, 
20 and do thereby covenant for payment of the rent to be thereby 
reserved ; and that he will not assign orsub-let the premises leased or 
any part thereof without the previous consent in writing of the lessor, 
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And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act 
it shall be lawful for every Tenant for life in possession of any lands 
in Ireland to demise or lease the lands of which he shall be so 
Tenant for life in possession to any person who shall be willing to 
take the same for the purpose of effectually repairing or rebuilding 
any erections or buildings standing upon the lands so to be leased, 
or any part thereof, or for the purpose of erecting new buildings upon 
such lands, or any part thereof, with liberty to take or pull down any 
erection or building then standing or being upon the lands so to be 
leased for the purpose of rebuilding as aforesaid, or any part thereof, 
and to make use of the materials, and also liberty to lay out and 
appropriate any part of the lands which shall be thereby demised as or 
for a yard or garden, or for any other convenience, to be held, occu- 
pied or enjoyed with any such building, so that every such lease for the 
purpose of new building or rebuilding be made for any term or num- 
ber of years not exceeding the term of Ninety-nine Years, and so 
that every such lease for the purpose of effectually repairing any 
buildings be made for any term or number of years not exceeding the 
term of Sixty Years, and so from time to time and in like manner to 



grant new leases for building or rebuilding the same premises, or any 
part thereof, for such terms and interests respectively as last afore- 
said, and so that every lease to be made under this present Clause shall 
take effect in possession, or within One-half Year after the making 
thereof, and so that upon every such lease there be reserved and 
made payable during the continuance thereof, and to be incident 
to and go along with the reversion expectant on the same lease, the 
best and most beneficial rent that at the time of granting thereof 
(considering the nature of the case) can be reasonably obtained 
tor the lands leased, without taking any fine or premium for the 
same, except that if it shall be deemed expedient, a nominal rent may 
be reserved during so many of the first years of the term for which the 
lease shall be granted, as shall be requisite to complete the buildings 
agreed to be erected on the lands demised, or the repair or rebuilding 
of the erections or buildings standing upon the lands demised, and as is 
usual and reasonable in such cases, and with liberty for the person 
hereby empowered to grant such building leases as aforesaid to enter 
into any prior agreement with any person who shall be willing to 
build upon the said lands, or any part thereof, for erecting seve- 
ral houses or other buildings upon a plot of land to be afterwards 
leased out in parcels at different rents, and to apportion any entire 
rent which shall have been agreed to be paid for a plot of land 
upon the different parcels thereof, in such manner as the person 
hereby empowered to grant such building leases as aforesaid shall 
think fit, so that each parcel of land may bear only its apportioned 
part of the entire rent, and to grant leases of the different parcels 
of land at the rents so apportioned accordingly; but that no 
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rent to be fixed on any parcel of the lands shall exceed One-sixth 
of the improved yearly value of such parcel of land when built upon. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That not more than Ten Acres 
of the same estate .shall be granted on any repairing or building lease to 
5 any one person, either in his own name or to any other person or per- 
sons in trust for him ; and that every such lease shall contain a con- 
dition that the lease shall be void, and the same is hereby declared 
void, if the buildings stipulated for at the time such lease is executed, 
be not completed in the space of Ten years from the making of such 
10 lease, and which buildings are hereby directed to be specified in such 
lease. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That no Building Lease to 
be granted under this Act shall be valid, unless the same shall con- 
tain a covenant on the part of the lessee for payment of the rent 
1 5 (if any) to be thereby reserved, and for keeping the buildings and 
premises comprised therein in repair, and a condition for re-entry 
on non-payment of the rent (if any) to be thereby reserved, nor 
unless the person to whom any such Building Lease shall be granted 
as aforesaid, shall execute a counterpart thereof. 

20 Provided also, and be it Enacted, That notwithstanding any matter 
or thing hereinbefore contained, any lease which shall be made in 
pursuance of any agreement so to be entered into as aforesaid, for 
the granting of more than one lease, shall, if the terms hereinbefore 
contained shall appear on the face of such lease to have been com- 
25 plied with, be considered as valid in itself, without reference to any 
other lease to be granted under the same agreement, to the intent 
that the lessee in every such lease, his executors, administrators or 
assigns, shall not be under the necessity of seeing or proving that 
the other lease or leases granted or to be granted under the same 
30 agreement is or are granted according to the terms of such agree- 
ment and of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, it 
shall be lawful for every Tenant for life in possession of any lands in 
Ireland, to demise, or lease and grant all and every or any of the 
35, mines, layers, veins, seams and strata of coal, freestone, lead, clay, 
sand, ironstone, and other metals, minerals or substances found and 
discovered, or which shall or may at any time hereafter be found or 
discovered in, under or upon the lands of which he shall be so 
tenant for life in possession, unto any person for any term or num- 
40 ber of years not exceeding Sixty-one Years, to take effect in posses- 
sion, or within One Half Year after the making of such lease, together 
with full and free liberty, license, power and authority to search, 
seek, dig, drive, van, work and make groves, shafts, drifts, trenches, 
sluices, way-gates, water-gates and water-courses, ami to erect any 
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furnace or furnaces, engines, mills or gins, and to use all other law- 
ful ways and means as well for the finding, discovering, winning, 
working and getting the said coal, freestone, lead, clay, sand, iron- 
stone and other minerals and substances from and out of the said 
mines and quarries, as for avoiding and carrying away water, foul- 3 
air or stench from forth and out of the same, and sufficient ground- 
room, heap-room and pit-room for the laying, placing and manufac- 
turing of the coal, iron, lead, ironstone, rubbish and other substances 
that shall from time to time proceed from or be wrought, dug or 
gotten out of the same ; and to grant such lessee full and sufficient 10 
way and passage to and for him and his agents, workmen and ser- 
vants from time to time during the continuance of the term of 
years to be by such demise, lease or grant created, to take, lead, and 
carry away with horses, carts, wains, waggons and other carriages, all 
the said coal, freestone, lead, clay, sand, ironstone, minerals and 15 
other substances to be wrought, won and gotten forth and out of the 
said mines and quarries thereby to be demised or leased, or so to be 
opened or worked as aforesaid; and also full and free liberty, 
license, power and authority to erect, build and set up in any con- 
venient place or places near any of the said mines and quarries so to 2Q 
be demised or leased, or so to be opened and worked as aforesaid, 
all such houses, hovels, lodges, sheds or other buildings as shall 
from time to time be needful or convenient for the standing, laying 
and placing of the workmen, workhouses, worth-gear and utensils 
to be used or employed in or about the working and carrying on of 25 
the works of the said mines and quarries respectively ; and to dig 
and get up stone, sods, peat, clay or spar for the making, building or 
repairing of such houses or other buildings, and to do whatever else 
shall be needful or requisite for, in or about the making, obtaining, 
getting, washing, cleansing or smelting of coal, iron, ironstone and 30 
other minerals and substances from and out of the said mines and 
quarries, and for the manufacturing and carrying away the same. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That by every demise, lease or 
grant to be made under the authority of the immediately preceding 
clause, there be reserved and made payable during the continuance of 35 
the term of years to be thereby created, the best and most improved 
rents, tolls, duties, royalties and reservations that can be reasonably 
had or gotten for the same; and so as every such demise, lease or grant 
be made without taking any fine or premium for the same ; and so 
as in every such demise, lease or grant there be contained a condition 
for re-entry, or a power to make void and determine the same on 4 ° 
non-payment of the rents, tolls, duties, royalties or reservations 
thereby to be reserved or made payable ; and so as every lessee or 
grantee do execute a counterpart of the demise, lease or grant made 
to him, and do enter into such covenants and agreements for the 
working and managing of the said mines and works as the person 
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making such leases or grants respectively shall judge expedient, and 
for rendering and paying the rents, tolls, duties, royalties and reser- 
vations thereby to be made payable.

And be it Enacted, That all or any of the powers of leasing here- Mortgagor in 
5 inbefore contained shall and may be exercised by any Mortgagor 

in possession of any lands in Ireland, upon his giving Three calendar ^ricuJT 
Months’ previous notice in writing of his intention to grant such exccute llie 
lease (which notice shall state the term of years proposed to be basing herein- 
granted, and the rent proposed to be reserved by and the nature of bef °' e 6 “ cn * 
10 the covenants to be inserted in such lease,) unto the Mortgagee, or if 
there shall be more than one Mortgagee, then unto both or all of such 
Mortgagees, or if such Mortgagee or any of such Mortgagees shall be
